a week before the search for bodies 
in the ruins would be complete.

The single line of wire 
between 


Austin and the outside world carried 
an urgent plea for workmen to the

When they reached here 


the workers detrained. 
The

kept aboard were sent back. Every 
man on Austin's stieets, except the 
newspaper men, were conscripted ior 
service, but despite the eitorts 
of 


the authorities, only 350 were work- 
ing at sunset last evening. 


Smouldering ilames in the debris 


burst forth anew in 
the wreckage 


yesterday afternoon, b'ut it is not be- 
lieved any bodies were burned. 


Austin stands to a man against the 


suggestion that it may be necessaiy 
to put the torch to her ruins. Feeling 
luns high and should the health au- 
thorities be forced to this extremity 
there is no foretelling the 
result. 


The Pennsylvania state constabulary 
holds the town in its grasp, howev- 
er, and the troopers will remain here 
until Commissioner Dixon gives 
the 


word to go. 


The tlood-swept valley offers 
no 


shelter for the laborers expected here 
today and unless they come in bunk 
cars they cannot be cared for. Eight 
homeless men slept last night on the 
floor of a house spared by the wa- 
teis; two women and five children, 
all retugees, slept in the room, above 
them, -nhiie the household of five 
huddled in two 
remaining 
rooms. 


This is but -typical of conditions ev- 
erywhere in the tlood zone. 


Food 
and clothing have reached 


Austin in. carload lots and there is 
enough to eat for all. " The distrib- 
uting agents, however, lacked shoes 
and undergarments tor the 
women 


and children. These were 
ordered 


by telegraph and should arrive 
to- 


day. 


Across the street from the morgue 


life insurance companies nailed their 
shingles 
to a tree 
near 
a small 


shack, topping them with a 
sign, 


'Inquire within." A file of weeping 
women took turns at recording their 
claims. 


A call for aid 
came 
yesterday 


from

miles below. Conditions there paral- 
lel the situation here, the distinction 
being that the town is much smaller 
and less damaged than Austin, while 
the death list at Costello remains at

It is believed that all others

away the wreckage, sent in a requi- 
sition for several hundred carpen- 
ters, and (hey aro being rushed hero 
on a special train with tools. Lum- 
ber is available*from the ruins. 


Sheds, kitchens and other build- 


ings needed to care for the homeless 
will be erected. 
Unskilled laborers 


for some of tho work is being fur- 
nished by the Goodyear Lumber Co. 
which is taking this method provid- 
ing temporary employemcnt for its 
idle men. 
Hundreds of the men are 


also being put on the pay roll of the 
State Health Department. 


Twenty-tive cofhns reached Austin 


yesterday and 100 more are expect- 
ed today. 
Buiial permits are issued 


as rapidly as identification proceeds. 
Several bodies were taken to nearby 
towns, but most of the victims will 
be laid 
away in Austin's burial 


ground which was untouched by the 
flood. 


The aspect oi Austin, Costello and 


the valley beyond is as dreary as it 
is appalling. The towns are pictures 
of desolation. 
No reliable estimate 


ol the property 
loss can soon be 


made. 
The paper and lumber in- 


dustries are utterly destroyed. The 
timber supply, indeed, was lapidly 
nearing exhaustion, and at the best 
it was thought live years from now 
the industry would be practically at 
an end. 


Iu fact, about 200 iamihes had 


moved from Austin this tall. 
Five 


hundred more would have gone with- 
in the next vear 01 two, unless some 
industrial development came in to 
hold them. 


Questioned as to the sudden fail- 


ure of the Bayless Pulp and Paper 
Company's dam citizens and business 
men 
accustomed 
to 
visit Austin 


shake their heads ominously. 
They 


recall the scare a year ago when a 
considerable leak was discovered in 
the immense cement structure. 
Al- 


though two teet r.long- the rim of the 
dam were removed 
to relieve the 


pressure and a fourteen foot patch 
was placed where needed, the align- 
ment of the upper edge of the dam 
gradually became a slight are in- 
stead of a straight line. 


This bulge caused 
worry on the 


part of the citizens 
and led to a 


somewhat recent inspection. Cer-

Became Licensed Filer Last Sat- 


urday and Was First to Fly 


Over the Rockies. 


Columbus, Oct. 3.—Cromwell Dixon 


Columbus boy, and the world's young- 
est aviator, fell to his death in an 
aeroplane yesterday at Spokane, Wash. 


Death 
closed a career that gave 


great 
promise in aerial accomplish- 


ment 
Though only 19. he had flown 


in Europe and America and held the 
record as the first to cross the Rocky 
Mountains in an aeroplane. This feat 
was accomplished Saturday and he re- 
ceived a purse of $1000 in recognition 
of his exploit. 


Dixon's machine was caught in an 


adverse current of air, which turned 
it on its side. 
The lad gamely at- 


tempted to right his aeroplane and 
shouted to spectators at the interstate 
fair grounds, before whom he was fly- 
ing: "Here I go; here I go." 


Efforts to regain control of the ma- 


chine 
were unavailing 
and he was 


dashed 100 feet into a rocky railroad 
cut. 
Unconscious, he was picked up 


and rushed to a hospital, but medical 
aid failed to prolong his 
life 
more 


than a few moments Injuries consisted 
if a fractured skull, a broken right 
^g and a shattered 
collar bone. A

through the flesh

State Superintendent of Banks and 


Banking Baxter is to be commended 
for his promptness and energy in tak- 
ing the necessary means to protect de- 
positors in defunct state banks. Fail- 
ures of banks are regrettable becau&e 
of the inevitable suffering of deposit- 
ors and sometimes of guileless 
and 


unsuspecting stockholders and 
offi- 


cials. 
They are deplorable, too, be- 


cause of the feeling of suspicion and 
uneasiness they create regarding the 
security of all banks. The tailure ot 
one bank is generally followed by the 
withdrawal of deposits from many. In- 
vestment of such withdrawn funds in 
insecure or 
questionable paper 
or 


other collateral often results in total 
loss of savings. 
It is neaily always 


the wage earner, the small depositor 
who suffers. 
It is fortunate that the 


state insists upon and entorces cer- 
tain espionage and 
the 
exercise of 


bioad authority o\er the banking in- 
stitutions it charters. It 
might go 


further in the protection of the public 
by refusing to 
charter 
institutions 


whose proposed directorate and offi- 
cials are either 
ignorant 
of sound 


banking methods, or 
whose general 


reputation for 
square, capable busi- 


ness dealing is not well established. 
The action of Mr. Baxter 
in taking 


hold of several "shaky" state banks 
recently was the proper course. The

prises in Mexico had been imperiled to 
like extent, and if we had one-tenth 
the number of outrages and indignities 
to complain of, the recent "maneuv- 
ers" on the Rio Grande would ha\e 
extended across the river.

Powers, to he sure, ought not to seek 
to obtain redress 
by 
force. 
Two 


wrongs do not make a righ4, and retal- 
iation and justice are not equivalents. 
Resorts to law, however, aie adapted 
only to the exigencies of, and the re- 
lations between, law-abiding citizens 
and law-abiding nations. Individual 
outlaws, and nations which stoop to 
outlawry, put themselves uut«icle the 
pale; who demands equity must him- 
self do equity. A Government which 
persists in violating all considerations 
of decency, which treats the awards of 
international tribunals wirh contempt 
and the admonitions of international 
congresses with fraud and f-vaMon, has 
no right to appeal to 
comity,

Ohio calling; their 
attention to tho 


great problem confronting us by rea- 
son of 
the 
enormous 
lire 
waste 


throughout the country annually, aiul 
designating Oct. y as a day to 
be 


set apart and to be Known as Fire 
Presention Day. 
On this 
day the 


governor recommends that "all own- 
ers of property take steps to see that 
their buildings be thoroughly inspect- 
ed tor the purpose of discovery and 
removal 
of 
dangerous 
conditions 


therein; 
that all civic 
authorities 


concerned in the prevention of tires 
take steps to call the attention of 
the people of their communities 
to 


common fire dangers and co-operate 
with them in every way possible in 
correcting dangerous conditions; and 
that our school 
authorities, 
both 


public 
and 
private, shall provide 


some means of impressing upon the 
pupils in our schools the dangers of 
fire and the methods of its preven- 
tion; all to the end that this enor- 
mous waste may be 
lessened 
and 


eventually stopped." 


The action of the governor in is- 


suing 
this 
proclamation is in line 


with that taken by the governors of 
a number of the great states of the 
middle west and it is hoped that an- 
other year will see the 
movement 


thus inaugurated nation-wide in. its 
extent. 


sThe date selected, Oct. 9, is the 


fortieth anniversary of the 
great 


Chicago fire, a conflagration which 
resulted, as we are'told. from a sim- 
ple act of carelessness. 


Doubtless many T\ ill say: "Well, if 


I knew what to do I should observe 
this Fire' Prevention Day; but 
ev- 


erything is all right at our house." 
It is the purpose of this bulletin to 
point out some of the very common 
fire dangers, which by 
reason of 


their very familiarity are liable to 
be overlooked. 
Little more 
than 


bare reference can be made to them, 
as lack of -space will forbid 
more 


elaborate treatment. 


Ashes Against Wood. 


This is one of the commonest 
of 


our sins with respect to fire more 
frequently found in the large tene- 
ments in our great cities than in the 
country and smaller towns. 
Ashes 


should never be placed in a wooden 
receptacle. 
If conditions are such as 


to make it necessary to keep them 
for a time within a building, 
let 


them be placed in a metal receptacle 
and see also that no grease or sub- 
stance 
other than 
the ashes 
be 


placed in it. 
The report, of the de- 


partment for 1909 shows i9 fires to 
have 
resulted 
from 
ashes 
being 


placed against wood, a fence or a_n 
outbuilding. 
This number is 
less 


than it has been'in some years, still 
none of these fires should ever have 
occurred. 
Ash piles, though 
long 


since grown cold, are still dangerous, 
for they may ignite spontaneously. 


J)et'ective Flues. 


Defective tlues were the most pro- 


lific source of fires in Ohio in 1909. 
the record showing 551 fires entail- 
ing a loss of over $434,000. 
This 


is a danger common to city and coun- 
try alike. Flues, or chimneys.should 
be 
looked 
alter 
frequently. 
No 


chimney should be built on joists or 
posts, but should be built from the 
ground or a solid basement wall. If 
built on joists or 
otherwise than 


from the ground or wall, settling ot 
the building is. very likely to crack 
the chimney. 


But though properly constructed 


as to foundation, the ordinary chim- 
ney is subject to the natural effects 
of the weather without 
and 
still 


more 
so 
from the 
action of the 


smoke, which disintegrates the mor- 
tar from within. This disintegration 
starts at the top and follows dawn, 
finally reaching the roof, when a fire 
may ensue from some vagrant spark 
wandering through a crack where the 
mortar has fallen away*. Have you 
examined your chimney lately? 


Rubbish. 


Have you a pile of rubbish in the 


cellar or in some outbuilding? Rub- 
bisn was le&ponsible for 82 fires in 
1900. 
There is no excuse for such 


fires. 
Rubbish piles are 
unsightly 


and should be removed on that ac- 
count. 
But the readiness with which 


it may be ignited makes it exceeding- 
ly dangerous. A carelessly 
thrown 


match or one accidentally stepped on. 
a lighted cigar or cigarette, or oily- 
waste or rags within the pile, and 
a thousand other things may set it 
on fire. 
Let all rubbish be gotten 


rid ot on Fire Prevention Day. 


The "Criminal" Match. 


In 1909 in this state, carelessness 


with matches caused 3">6 fires, while 
children playing with them 
caused 


182 more. Nearly all of us are care- 
less with matches. If we were always 
careful we should never use anything 
other than 
the safety 
match. All 


others have been rightly character- 
ized as "criminal." A splendid res- 
olution for us all to adopt on Fire 
Prevention Day would be this: Nev- 
er to buy, and except in dire neces- 
sity, to use any other than the "safe- 
ty match." 


The common parlor match, which 


can be ignited on the end or the side 
with equal ease, is a constant source 
of danger. \w have all seen them 
fly 
many feet when struck, and 


many of us have seen 
them 
start 


tiros. 
The- "bird's-eye" or "doublc- 


rllpliorl" match is an improvement, 
but tor safety use tho "safety." 


Mntchos should never be left with- 


in loacli of children, and if you still 
think it nooessnry to stick to 
the 


parlor mntr-h, let them be kept in a 
met.1,1 or stone receptacle and out of 
tlie reach of the little folk. 


Oily AV.'ivto and Tings. 


Tf you have been housc-cloanincr 


nnd hnve h.id occasion to hnvo 
the 


floors oiled, you should bo certain 
( l i n t any clntlm or waste used in the 
process have r.ot been thrown 
into 


a closet or in any enclosed place. Any 
other greasy 
substance is likewise 


dangerous, because there things ig- 
nite 
spontaneously 
when 
placed 


where there is not a free circulation 
of air. 
They should be gotten rid 


of immediately after they have serv- 
ed this purpose. 


Miscellaneous Dangers. 


Kerosene or coal oil, the gasoline 


can, 
the swinging gas bracket,wood- 


work near a furnace pipe, or a stove 
pipe or chimney, or near a stove, 
woodwork near or touching a steam 
pipe, improperly installed or insul- 
ated electric wiring are all dangers 
to be looked 
into 
and 
removed. 


These subjects cannot be treated 
in 


detail. 


Viro Prevention Day at School. 
It is earnestly desired by the de- 


partment that the teachers 
in 
our 


public and private schools will take 
advantage of the day to impress up- 
on their pupils of 
every age 
the 


great loss occasioned by lire; that 
the greater part of it can be prevent- 
ed by only ordinary care, and to in- 
struct their pupils in the ways of or- 
dinary fire 
prevention. 
It is sug- 


gested that a brief review of some of 
the lessons in the text-book prepared 
by this department might be ot" value 
in this connection. 


Ohio's Standing. 


It may not be 
generally known 


that Ohio enjoys the lowest average 
fire insurance rate of any state we"st 
of the Ohio river. 
It is possible for 


her to enjoy the lowest rate east or 
west of that stream. A conscientious 


ffort on the part of our people, not 
only on Fire Prevention Day, but ev- 
ery clay, to reduce the fire waste will 
soon bring us to that happy state. 


There is a- wide-spread fallacy that 


fire insurance companies make 
the 


rate of insurance. They do not. Con- 
ditions make the rate. 
The people 


can control the 
conditions if they 


will, and in consequence the rate. 


The governor of Ohio has deemed 


the subject of fire waste of sufficient 
importance to justify him in address- 
ing the people 
upon it by 
formal 


proclamation. 
Will not our people 


respond by acting- upon 
his recom- 


mendation with hearty zeal?

Columbus, Oct. 3.—The supreme 


jourt today upheld the lower court 
on two sentences passed upon Chris- 
tian Geiger of Lima. 
One was a 


10-year sentence for forgery and the 
other a 7-year sentence for burglary 
and larceny. 
Geiger will at 
once 


begin serving a total of 17 years. 
The burglary and larceny sentence 
grew out of the torturing of James 
Youkam, an aged farmer, and 
his 


family, near Lima, in January, 1909, 
in an effort to make them confess 
;he hiding place of 
their money. 


Three men confessed to being im- 
plicated in the crime and are now 
serving penitentiary sentences. Gei- 
jer and John "W. Beam were charged 
with engineering 
the job. Beam 


committed suicide in the pen

year. Geiger's conviction for forgery 
resulted from the passing of govern- 
ment bonds -which he is alleged

lave -sold last year. 
CIRCUIT COURT 
REVERSES UTICA 


LIQUOR CASE 


Otto Goocliiig Pronounced Guilty of 


Violating Option I/aw and Ver- 


dict of .$500 and Costs is 


Removed. 


In the case of the State vs. Otto 


hooding, wherein the defendant was 
arrested on the charge of unlawfully 
keeping a place in TJtica where intox- 
icating liquors were kept for sale, 
convicted an sentenced to pay a fine 
of $500 and costs, the Circuit court 
has reversed the judgment of the 
Common Pleas court. 


The court in making its decision 


says: 


"The defendant must be guilty be- 


yond a reasonable doubt, and while 
the finding of intoxicating liquors in 
a place occupied by him -would be 
sumptive evidence of the truth of 
the offense charged, yet the evidence 
should show beyond 
a 
reasonable 


doubt that the defendant had control 
of the placo where the intoxicating 
liquors were found during the time 
stated in tho evidence. 


The evidence discloses that num- 


ber of persons exercised as much con- 
trol over the premises described as 
the place where the intoxicating li- 
quors were kept as the defendant 
himself exercised, and about the only 
evidence of control on the part of 
Gooding of such building was the 
fart that he carried a key to the 
samo. and at the time the search was 
instituted he unlocked the doot^fpr 
the officer to enter the building. 


It appears further by uncontra- 


dicted evidence that several other 
parties carried a key to the building 
and occupied the same, and that his 
control was not exclusive. 


For this reason we think the evi- 


dence was insufficient to sustain the 
judgment of 
conviction, 
as 
with 


equal propriety any of the other par- 
ti°s or exercising control over this 
place, and carrying the key to the 
same, will be equally liable for con- 
viction upon the same charge with- 
out other evidence showing that the 
liquors wore found in the building 
were the property of Gooding and 
that he was engaged in the sale of 
tho same and that the rules of crim- 
inal evidence would require that he 
should be proven 
guilty beyond a 


reasonable doubt to the exclusion of 
any other party that might he found 
to have control over tho building. 
The judgment of tho court below will 
be reversed.

I very much hope that 


next month's report will 
show the 


number of cases—greatly decreased. 
Punctuality is one of the school vir- 
tues and should be insisted upon by 
every teacner. I hope that before the 
year closes we can reduce the num- 
ber of cases of tardiness at least 50 
per cent. 


The attendance -for the month is 


very good, being 95 per cent. The re- 
port" shows that. 2065 pupils" were 
perfect in attendance for the month. 
This is about 60 per cent of the en- 
rollment. 
This is perhaps the most 


important data that we have bearing 
upon attendance and I should rather 
see this number increase than any 
other item upon which teachers re- 
port. 


The report shows that GO parents 


visited the schools for various rea- 
ions during the month and that the 
teachers made r>3 visits to the homes 
of children. I believe that we should 
do well to encourage the school pa- 
trons to visit the schools and the 
teachers will find it valuable to call 
upon the parents of children espec- 
ially if the child needs encourage- 
ment or is not doing work of a satis- 
factory character. 
I have never 


found parents who wore not glad to 
discuss^ the child's welfare with the 
teacher if approached in the proper 
spirit.

For various causes 27 pupils with- 


drew from school during the month. 


I desire to urge upon the teachers 


and principals the necessity for be- 
ing very accurate in making out their 
reports from month to month. Sta- 
tistics to be worth anything must be 
accurate. 
The report for this month 


as a whole is quite satisfactory al- 
though there are a few spots that can 
be improved upon. s< It is our busi- 
ness to make every' point 
the best 


possible. I thank the teachers, prin- 
cipals and pupils for the many cour- 
tesies they have sho.wed me during 
this first month and hope that our 
relations in the future will be equal- 
ly as pleasant.

Dear Friends: The new day anil 


Ohio 
has formally entered the play and 
the work of her children at home 
and at school to better weld these 
together for a more complete educa- 
tion of her Buckeye youth by a c!os- 
er study of plants and animal life; 
our schools will now be more help- 
ful outside the school room and off 
the play grounds. 


The law provides that agriculture 


must be taught in our 
schools, but 


wisely leaves to the boards of edu- 
cations 
and 
superintendents

whaUand how much is to be taught. 
The first month of school for 
this 


year is past; it has made its impres- 
sions; in proportion as the work of 
agriculture has been

How the Philadelphia Athletics 


Won the American League Pennant. 


MANAGER OP THE ATHLETICS AND SOME OF HIS 
STAB BALL 
TOSSERS. 


By TOMMY CLAR.K. 


LTHODGH the American league 


season of 1911 was not alto- 
gether devoid of sectional and 
individual 
disappointments, 


there "was probably not an owner or 
official in the junior organization who 
did not feel that the 1011 campaign 
was as prosperous and as successful as 
any of the previous years. 


Of course there have been no such 


monetary rewards reaped as those of 
the years -in which the American 
league races were phenomenally close. 
There has been nothing like the sus- 
tained Interest of 1000, for instance, 
when the White Sox nosed out Ke\v 
York in the lust week of the season, 
nor like that of 1907, when Detroit 
ana Philadelphia fought it out almost 
to the wire with the Sox and Naps 
hanging on until near the finish. 


There has been nothing like the in- 


tense excitement raised and maintain- 
ed in 100S, when a presidential cam- 
paign was compelled to take a side 
street, while the boulevards were mo- 
nopolized by an unparalleled spectacle 
—that of four teams racing almost 
neck and neck for the wire and the 
verdict hanging on the result of the 
final game of the schedule between 
Detroit and Chicago. 


This year's race has been a two team 


affair, Philadelphia and Detroit mo- 
nopolizing the gladness of the whole 
sen son. 


The Tigers slnrted the season on -i 


gallop and nt tho end of April hold a 
big lead of twelve games won uu<l two 
lost, while the Athletics were in tho sec- 
ond division. During May tho Tigers 
still hold the big lend, and many ex- 
perts predicted they would walk away 
with the gonfalon. But the more con- 
servative thought that n lend was si 
handicap to Jennings' men, which later 
results proved to be true. 


The enrly part of June, when the 


Tigers hold :i big lead over tho Ath- 
letics of twelve gjimos, Mack's chances 
looked slim. Such a feeling was well 
Justified. With such an enormous ad 
vantage it looked ns if the Tigers could 
nurse their lead nt no great strain on 
the players. They had enough of a 
lead to sustain a slump and get back 
on a winning streak again. 


When the Athletics went on their 


first trip west they disappointed their 
followers. They didn't show anything 
until the trip was almost, over. 
De- 


troit wns the third city in the west 
where they called. 


Philadelphia fans resigned all hope 


when Detroit beat the Athletics in the 
first two games. 
But it was the old 


-story of Hack being best in adversity. 
His team didn't quit. The tactician 
whipped his players together the very 
next day, when they started a sensa- 
tional winning streak. They took the 
next two from the Tigers, beat Clove- 
Mind in the next four and then traveled 
fast and continued their success. 


They won twenty out of twenty-two 


fames before they had a slight reac- 
tion. This spurt of the world cham- 
pions made big inroads on the Tigers' 
lead. 
From a twelve game lead ad- 


vantage it shrunk violently, lingering 
quite a time around the three game 
mark. 
JBfut the Tigers couldn't hold 


this lead, and on July 4 the cham- 
pions of the world came to their own 
again by assuming first place in the 
American league race after it had 
been held by Detroit since the open- 
ing of the season. 


The Mackmen didn't have the honor 


very long. 
The very next day they 


toppled out again, and Detroit was 
back. 
They went west again and 


struck a calamity in Detroit, which 
swept four straight games from their 
ancient enemy. Therefore in a little 
more thnn a week after Independence 
day Detroit had gained first place and 
was lending the Athletics by five and 
one-half games. 


With the season more than hnlf fin- 


ished, the Athletics' chances looked 
worse than ever, but the Mack wreck- 
ing crew saved things. Tho team was 
soon buck lighting ngnin, and the lend 
worked gradually but steadily below 
the five nnd one-half mark. 


The Athletics returned home July 


25 to fight the western teams. They 
struck the westerners quick nnd hard. 
First it wa.s Cleveland and then De- 
troit that were made dizzy by tho 
monarch's speed. 
Neither was St. 


TJouis nor Chlcngo spared. 


On Aug. 4 the Athletics for the sec- 


ond tiiiio this season hnd fought their 
way to first place, the difference be- 
ing thnt this time they hold it. Dur- 
ing September their lend increased 
steadily, and they entered the last 
week of the race practically ensed up. 


In nil but one department the Ath- 


letics nre a better bnll club now than 
they were a year ngo. The outfield, 
while it is not n wonderful trio by a 
long shot, is a shndo more reliable 
thnn thnt which bumped the Cubs last 
yenr. 


There are two or three sets of out- 


fielders in the big leagues that rate 
higher than Lord, Oldring nnd Mur- 
phy, but Mack's strength always has 
been in his infields. 


There is no quartet in the game to- 


day that combines with baseball such 
intelligence as that of Mclnnis, Collins. 
Barry and Baker. The four are won- 
derfully fast and accurate fielders and 
possess great throwing arms. The in- 
field was fast in 1010. but it is speed- 
ier this season. Last year Harry Davis 
was on first, but last July he was re- 
placed by Mclnnis. - For all his youth 
jmd inexperience Mclnnis is a big Im: 
provement over Davis. 
Right now 


"Stuffy" looks the equal of any first 
baseman in the American league, bar- 
ring Hal Chase. First station last year 
,,aa uue omy comparatively weak one, 
but it is now well covered. 


It is only in the pitching department 


thnt Mack seems to have fallen off 
from last year. Neither Coombs nor 
Bender has shown the wonderful 
form of a yonr ago. 
Morgan and 


Plnnk performed in fine style nil sea- 
son. 
The catching department baa 


boon well looked after by Ira Thomas. 


The Athletics nre made up of young 


men who like to play ball. 
There 


isn't a lazy player on the team. From 
the moment the Mack's men put on 
their uniforms they display energy. In 
practice they show ginger and speed, 
while in championship gnnies they nev- 
er say die. Even though opponents are 
weak, tho champions do not let up. 
They seem to enjoy the task of fatten- 
ing their batting averages, and they 
revel in difficult plnys. On the bench 
they talk baseball, nnd when mistakes 
nre made there's no ill feeling. Great 
plays prompt enthusiasm nnd words of 
praise, while Mack at all times is the 
king pin. Lack of Jealousy nnd fric- 
tion is one of the reasons for the suc- 
cess of the Athletics. Take the case 
of IT.ITT.Y Davis, for instance. The vet- 
I.T:::I h:is boon supplanted nt first base 
by young Mclnnis. yet the Intter has 
no more nrrlcnt supporter thnn Davis, 
who is always helping the youngster. 


Mack's quiet disposition, coupled with 


firmness, has worked wonders. 
He 


knows bnsebnll nnd how to handle 
players. His motto is "Piny ball," and 
ho never varies it. 
Umpires are let 


nlone and adverse decisions do not up- 
,';ot the tonm. In developing the Ath- 
letics Mack has tried to strengthen ev- 
ery department, and results thus at- 
tained would seem to indicate that ho 
hasn't lost a trick.

(Continued from Page. 1.) 


will be accepted by Italy until she has 
accomplished the military occupation 
of the Tripolitan coast. 
After- that 


negotiations will be much easier and 
not unlikely to be successful, it Tur- 
key will accept a money indemnity for 
allowing Italy to establish herself in 
Tripoli, as Great Britain did in Egypt. 


The news filtering in from various 


points continue to be of a negative 
kind. Evidently Tripoli has not been 
'bombarded and is not likely to be if 
the Turks do not oppose landing. The 
warlike operations ai'e confined to a 
•blockade and the cruisers on either 
side of a few small vessels. 
it is now admitted from the Turkish 


side that Prevesa, in European Turk- 
ey, is not occupied. Italy's announce- 
ment that she has no intention to car- 
ry the war into European Turkey will 
do much to allay apprehension over 
Balkan or other complications. 


Turkey's ministerial difficulties have 


not been solved, but generally 
the 


situation looks more hopeful. 


Europe is greatly relieved at the re- 


ceipt of news that Turkey has 
as- 


sured Greece that she has no inten- 
tion of attacking her, as had been ru- 
mored. 


The Constantinople correspondent of 


The Chronicle sends the following dis- 
patch: 


"The sultan • passes many 
hours 


praying at the various shrines. 
He 


grants frequent audiences to the Ger- 
man ambassador. I am assured that 
at last the ambassador has proposed, 
on the emperor's advice, that Turkey 
sliould cede Tripoli to Italy, the em- 
peror undertaking that Turkey shall 
receive adequate compensation. 


"The United States it is understood, 
is using its utmost influence to bring 
about a cessation of the hostilities, and 
Russia gives repeated assurances that 
she will not allow complications to 
arise in the Balkans. 


"A special 
commission has been 


formed to recruit volunteers for the 
country's defense. From all parts of 
Servia and Montenegro great military 
activity is reported. 
Turkish 
rein- 


forcements have been sent to Janina. 


"Turkey sent her final note to the 


powers last night, 
appealing 
for 


friendly intervention. If the response 
is unfavorable orders will at once be 
given to begin military operation. 
A 


high Turkish 
official 
declared that 


Turkey had "not yet begun hostilities, 
in spite of Italy's brutal aggression. 
" 'We have had great difficulty," he 


continued, 'in restraining public opin- 
ion. Should the last appeal for inter- 
vention prove futile, German protec- 
tion afforded Italians will be of little 
avail.' 


"A mob today attacked the Italian 


consulate at Saloniki. The consulate 
was seriously damaged, although sol- 
diers 
prevented it from being com- 


pletely wrecked. The mob then sur- 
rounded the ex-sultan's villa and flred! 
revolvers at the windows. 


"The authorities are taking a census 


of the Italians in Constantinople and 
an inventory of their property. If the 
war continues Italian convents 
and 


all other property will be confiscated. 


"The murder of a girl in a cafe lasc 


night caused 
rioting. 
That is the- 


serious aspect here. An untoward In- 
cident stirs the people to a great state* 
of excitement. 
The police, however, 


are handling the crowds well."

The Right Kind of Lover. 


ILL COMFORT, the author of those popular books, "Routledge Rides 
Alone" and "She Buildeth Her House," in an interview has said 
some rather interesting things about women,—that is, interesting 
as coming from a man. 
But then, judging from his books, one 


would scarcely expect Mr Comfort to take the usual man's views of women. 
One would look for the unusual and the interesting. 


Among other things, he says, "If women were given a decade of happi- 


ness, beginning now, a decade of lovers of their own choosing, men of 
delicacy and wisdom, thirty years from now there would be a poise and 
sweetness in the world, such as dreamers descry in j£ar millenniums." 


Mr. Comfort shows himself, indeed, a man out of the ordinary in 


that one phrase,—"A decade of lovers of their own choosing, .men of 
delicacy and wisdom," for he shows rare insight into a woman's nature, 
a comprehension, that is rare indeed in a man, of the secret longing of 
a fine woman's heart—the longing for the lover of delicacy and wisdom. 


How seldom is man the lover of delicacy and wisdom that a woman 


wants. 
If he dimly comprehends what she desires, he does not know 


how to give it; or else, he is, if one may so call it, too shy to offer it. 
He thinks that delicacy is a woman's quality, and though sometimes, the 
desire wakes !n him to give expression to the delicate and fine that is 
so much a part of a woman's nature, the ordinary man is slightly ashamed 
of the feeling and brushes it aside as a weakness. He calls it nonsense or 
foolishness, and will not yield to the impulse. Thus the lover of delicacy 
dies, and the matter of fact man remains, and the woman's heart must 
content itself as best it can with what is given It. 


It is not that men do not love greatly. They have big loving hearts 


and they will serve night and day for the woman they love. 
But they 


are so occupied with the matter of fact and material that these crowd out 
the delicate and the less material. 
They will buy new dresses and pay 


grocers' bills without a murmur, but the delicate sentiment, the things 
of the spirit which are life to a woman, they give little heed to. They 
live on a material plane; whereas, the fine woman would rather dwell in 
spirit on a plane above the material. 


Thus she does not get the lover she would like to have, the lover 


of delicacy and wisdom, the one who would appreciate with her, the fine, 
ethereal essences of things, who could enjoy as she does the whimsical- 
ities of life, who had an eye to see and a heart to enjoy things other than 
the mere material. And sue accepts the lover she has, and makes the 
best of him, because she recognizes his fine, sterling qualities, despite the 
lack of some of the finer, more elusive ones. 


But how happy would life be if all men, not the occasional one here 


and there, would recognize, as Mr. Comfort has done, this need of the 
woman's nature, and give her what she wants—a lover of delicacy and 
wisdom. 


It would not mean that the material things of the world wc^ild be less 


carefully looked to. It would mean they would be placed where they be- 
long, under one's feet; and mind and soul left free for the more beautiful 
things of life, the spiritual and immaterial. 
For the man of delicacj 


and wisdom is the man who can attend to the material things of the world 
capably, but who is not absorbed in them. 
And whan such a man is 


united to such a woman, there will come into their lives that sweetness 
and poise and happiness that is indeed dreamed of only in some far 
millennium. 
And it will come because the man and woman of this 


kind live in the realm of the spirit, and are not occupied with the cares 
and worries of this world. For the things of the spirit are the perfect 
and lasting, and the more we can bring them into our lives, and tho 
loss of our lives we give to the worldly, the more will we have of real 
happiness.
